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Ensuring Enough for All 


HE PROBLEM OF PROVIDING 

enough food for the inhabitants 
of the world, both for today and in 
the future, still engaging the at- 
tention of some of the earth’s leading 
scientific minds. 

The immediate problem is mainly 
one of distribution; with some two 
and a half billion people the globe’s 
overall productive resources are not 
severely strained. But the problem 
of the future is another matter. 

Many experts claim that popula- 
tion growth will outstrip our pro- 
duction capacity, that the day will 
come when the earth cannot provide 
enough food for the people living on 
it, That is a tragedy that has 
occurred many times in restricted 
areas. - Drought areas in Canada and 
the United States, for instance, have 
experienced this 

But always there was the oppor- 
tunity to move to some. other 
locality where conditions were bet- 
ter. What happens when there are 
no more places to go, when each 
acre of the globe’s surface is support- 
ing its maximum of humanity? 

Another school of experts de 
clares that- this situation can never 
arise _ It points out that much 
can still be done to increase the pro 
ductivity.of land now cultivated, that 
much more land can still be cleared 
or reclaimed and put to the plough.

And when soil resources are used to 
capacity, it claimed, man’s 
genuity will open up other ‘sources 
of nourishment 

There are the vast possibilities in 
sea food in plankton and. other 
ocean growths. Beyond this wealth, 
there is a whole field of what might 
be called synthetic farming, with 
food grown in tanks of water con- 
taining the required minerals. And 
beyond this again, the scientists re- 
mind us, there lie the laboratories | 
and factories in which chemically- 
produced food can be developed 

These are all possibilities to be | 
hailed by the sociologist, if not by 
the gourmet. They promise at least 
a good many decades of freedom 
from starvation, they postpone the 
problem for a few generations 

But nature tends to live to the 
hilt. Life presses upon subsistence 
to the limit of survival. And it is 
difficult, in view of all observable 
facts, to say that the human species 
will not conform to this tendency, 
and inevitably increase to the limit 
of the earth's capacity to nourish it. 

The ultimate answer appears to 
be restriction of population, unless 
space travel opens up new dwelling 
places. It would be a more humane 
form of limitation than the 
ancient arbiters of war, famine and | 
pestilence.

Kaiser Dam Agreement Secret 
Until Spring Session Meets

Lands Minister R. E. Som- 
mers refused today to make 
public the agreement between 
the B.C. government and Kaiser 
Aluminum Corp. ,until the 
spring session of the Legisla- 
ture. 

Last Thursday, Mr. Sommers 
said he would issue a full state- 
ment on the Kaiser proposal to 
build a water storage dam on 
the Columbia River at Arrow 
Lakes, ard would release the 
full agreement at the same 
time. 

His statement was issued this 
morning (see page 3), but his 
office said the minister had re- 
considered his offer to reveal 
details of the agreement. 

“There is nothing in it you 
see,” reporters were told, 
“but the minister now feels the 


would receive as its 20-per cent 
lof the power 42,000° kilowatts 
annually, without any outlay by 
the government. Mr. Sommers 
said that by rating this power 
at $20 per kilowatt year, B.C 
would get “more than $800,000 
annually 

In previous statements he 
used the figures $27 per kilo- 
watt year, for the return to B.C 
of “more than $1,000,000 an- 
nually.” His figures today 
would mean B.C. will get $1,- 
$75,000 a year from the Kaiser 
project ($800,00 plus $275,00 in 
fees. and taxes).

DAMAGE 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
two-alarm fire in B.C.’s tall- 
est building caused an esti- 
mated $100,000 damage to 
an elevator shaft and three 
floors of the Marine Build- 
ing here today. 

The blaze knocked out all ele- 
vator service in the waterfront 
skyscraper, hampering firemen, 
who were forced to clamber up 
15 flights of stairs to battle the 
blaze. Some 1,500 office work- 
ers also were forced to trudge 
up flights of stairs to their jobs, 

Building manager J. S. Me- 
Glashan said the exact extent 
of damage was not known, ‘but 
he estimated damage at more 
than $100,000 to the hpilding, 
which towers 20 stories above 
the main Burrard Street en- 
trance. Another four stories 
are below the street level. 

The fire started in an elevator 
shaft on the 15th floor.
